13, calling for a mutual and verifiable freeze on 
and reductions in nuclear weapons; but came to no 
resolution thereon. 

Pending when the Committee of the Whole rose 
was an amendment in the nature of a substitute call- 
ing on the United States and Soviet Union to 
adhere to the principle of a guaranteed strategic 
“build-down” of nuclear forces.

An amendment, as amended, that provides for the 
requirement of on-site inspection to complement the 
National Technical Means for verification (agreed 
to by a recorded vote of 426 ayes, Roll No. 28); 

An amendment that clarifies that the resolution 
does not endorse any type of unilateral disarmament

An amendment, as amended (agreed to by a re- 
corded vote of 226 ayes to 195 noes, Roll No. 31),

Earlier, agreed to a motion to 
limit debate on the amendment and the amendment 
thereto (agreed to by a recorded vote of 232 ayes to 
173 noes with 1 voting ‘‘present’’, Roll No. 30).

A motion that the Committee rise and report the 
bill back to the House with the enacting clause 
stricken (rejected by a recorded vote of 172 ayes to 
249 noes, Roll No. 32); 

A motion to limit debate on all amendments, 
except those to the preamble and an amendment in 
the nature of a substitute, to conclude at 11:15 p.m. 
(rejected by a division vote of 116 ayes to 141 noes); 
and 

A motion to limit debate on all amendments, 
except those to the preamble and an amendment in 
the nature of a substitute, to conclude at 11:30 p.m. 
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(rejected by a recorded vote of 199 ayes to 209 noes, 
Roll No. 33). 

A point of order against the consideration of HJ. 
Res. 13 was overruled. 

H. Res. 138, the rule under which the resolution 
is being considered was agreed to earlier by a yea- 
and-nay vote of 372 yeas to 35 nays with 1 voting

An amendment, as amended (by a recorded vote 
of 221 ayes to 171 noes, Roll No. 62), that requires 
the President to take all necessary steps to ensure 
that any agreement embodying the objectives set 
forth in this joint resolution can be adequately veri- 
fied (agreed to by a recorded vote of 374 ayes to 6 
noes, Roll No. 63).

Agreed to an amendment in the nature of a sub- 
stitute that prohibits covert assistance for military 
operations in Nicaragua, authorizes overt interdic- 
tion assistance, and directs the President to seek 
action by the Organization of American States to 
bring about compliance by Nicaragua with commit- 
ments made and the OAS Charter.

D.C. Appropriations: By a yea-and-nay vote of 231 
yeas to 177 nays, Roll No. 366, the House agreed to

Consumer Products Tampering: House passed S. 
216, to amend title 18, United States Code, to 
combat, deter, and punish individuals who tamper 
with household products with intent to cause per- 
sonal injury, death, or harm. 

Agreed to an amendment in the nature of a sub- 
stitute (text of H.R. 2174), with provisions for pro- 
tecting a business victimized by tampering, and for 
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punishing both the person who tampers and any 
person rendering false labeling or packaging for 
same. Agreed to amend the title. Page 26463 


Export Administration Amendments: House con- 
tinued consideration of H.R. 3231, to amend the au- 
thorities contained in the Export Administration Act 
of 1979; but came to no resolution thereon. Pro- 
ceedings under the 5-minute rule are scheduled to 
continue on Friday, September 30. 

Agreed To: 

An amendment that directs the Secretary of Com- 
merce and the Secretary of Defense to integrate the 
list of militarily critical technologies into the com- 
modity control list and report to Congress by April 
1, 1985, on that integration and the impact on mili- 
tary capabilities of countries where exports of mili- 
tarily critical technologies are controlled; 

An amendment that seeks an agreement among 
countries of the coordinating committee regarding 
export sanctions against the Soviet Union or any 
other country that commits violent actions against 
unarmed civilians of another country; and 

An amendment, as modified, that further clarifies 
the meaning of ‘‘detrimental to the national security 
of the United States’’. 

Rejected: 

An amendment that sought to restore authority to 
the Customs Service to enforce laws prohibiting ille- 
gal export and diversion of critical technology to 
our adversaries (rejected by a division vote of 8 ayes 
to 14 noes); and 

An amendment that sought to strike provisions 
for Commerce Department law enforcement author- 
ity (rejected by a recorded vote of 160 ayes to 243 
noes, Roll No. 369). Earlier, rejected an amendment 
in the nature of a substitute to this amendment that 
sought to retain Commerce Department law en- 
forcement authority contained in the bill, but requir- 
ing a warrant (rejected by a recorded vote of 164 
ayes to 246 noes, Roll No. 368). 

A point of order was sustained against an amend- 
ment that sought to provide the President with dis- 
cretionary authority to restrict imports from foreign 
companies not in compliance with provisions of the 
bill relating to the sale of militarily critical technol- 
ogies. Page 26467 


Multinational Force in Lebanon: By a yea-and-nay 
vote of 253 yeas to 156 nays, Roll No. 370, the 
House passed S.J. Res. 159, authorizing the further 
participation of U.S. Armed Forces in the multina- 
tional peacekeeping force in Lebanon—clearing the 
measure for the President. 

Subsequently, H.J. Res. 364, a similar House reso- 
lution, was laid on the table.
